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PREFACE. 


It  is  now  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  I  ventured  to  pub- 
lish a  Work  called  '  The  Fundamental  Words  of  the  Greek 
Language,  adapted  to  the  Memory  of  the  Student.'  This 
long  period  of  time  has  afforded  ample  opportunities  of 
discovering  the  deficiencies  of  that  publication,  and  has  sug-' 
gested  great  improvements  in  its  plan.  The  present  may 
therefore  be  considered  as  a  new  Work,  in  which  from 
beginning  to  end  every  word  will  be  found  Unked  to  the 
memory  by  some  palpable  association,  and  in  which  every 
part  of  the  old  volume  has  been  unsparingly  revised  and 
amended. 

The  object,  however,  which  I  have  in  view  was  not  in- 
adequately expressed  in  the  Preface  to  •  The  Fundamental 
Words,'  and  I  extract  from  it  therefore  a  few  paragraphs : 

« To  diminish  the  toil  attendant  on  acquiring  the  funda- 
mental words  of  the  Greek  language,  and  to  fix  them,  when 
acquired,  firmly  and  durably  on  the  memory,  is  the  object 

of  this  publication. 

•The  labor  attending  the  acquirement  of  the  words  of 
languages  is  usually  very  tedious  and  uninteresting.      Our 
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own  older  poets  lie  neglected  in  consequence  of  the  numerous 
words  they  employ  which  are  now  obsolete  and  not  under- 
stood. Even  Shakspeare,  the  immortal  Shakspeare,  the  poet 
'who  is  not  for  an  age  but  for  all  time,*  is  gradually  losing 
his  hold  of  the  general  attention  from  the  same  cause.  How 
much  more  must  this  reason  apply  to  writers  who  do  not 
engage  our  national  vanity,  and  who  wrote  in  a  language  not 
now  spoken  by  any  country  in  the  world  ? 

*  A6/U10)  is  to  build  or  construct.  There  is  nothing  in  this 
word,  thus  stated,  which  points  to  this  meaning.  It  might 
as  well  be  ycfio),  S/pw,  or  any  other  verb.  But  from  bebojxa, 
the  perfect  middle  of  Sf^o),  is  formed  So/xor,  and  domus. 
Hence  arises  a  distinction  between  this  and  other  verbs; 
and  its  meaning  is  fixed  on  the  mind  by  a  durable  and 
pleasing  association.  Again :  OedofioL  is  to  view.  This  fact, 
thus  barely  stated,  is  easily  forgotten.  But  from  the  perfect 
Tf^carai  is  dearpovy  a  theatre,  a  place  for  viewing  objects  of 
pleasure.  Thus  we  become  acquainted  with  the  etymology 
of  one  of  the  words  of  our  own  language,  and  are  enabled 
to  distinguish  Ocdofiai  from  other  verbs. 

'Points  of  History  and  Geography  also  have  thrown  in 
their  assistance  towards  facilitating  the  remembrance  of  Greek 
words.  MeVof  is  middle:  norafios  is  a  river.  Mesopotamia 
received  its  name  from  these  two  words;  it  being  in  the 
middle  of  two  rivers,  the  Tigris  and  the  Euphrates. 

'  Another  mode  of  associating  words  is  that  of  tracing  them 
to  their  roots.  *'Y/3pi?  is  contumelious  pride.  The  change  of 
/3  for  TT  rendered  its  origin  obscure.  "Y^pis  is  nothing  but 
vTrpty  for  vTrepis  from  vTrep,  as  Superbia  from  Super,  which  is 
derived  from  imip, 

*  Surely  it  were  better  to  bring  to  the  Student's  attention 
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such  derivations  and  derivatives,  while  he  is  learning  the 
vocabulary,  than  to  defer  it  to  a  period  when  the  power  they 
possess  of  accelerating  his  progress  has  become  incapable  of 
application.' 

The  words  in  this  little  volume  may  be  said  to  embrace 
the  whole  of  the  Greek  Language,  if  we  except  professed 
scientific  treatises  on  plants  or  animals,  such  as  those  of 
Dioscorides,  Aristotle,  Theophrastus,  Nicander,  and  others. 
Such  scientific  words  occur  nowhere  else,  and  are  of  course 
explained  in  the  very  passages  of  the  Works  which  treat  of 
them.      The  otherwise  unknown  words,  for  many  such  are 
foimd  in  the  Greek  Lexicographers,  are  also  generally  ex- 
cluded.    Nor  has  it  been  thought  necessary  to  record  all  the 
monstrous  words  of  such  an  un-grecian  writer  as  Lycophron, 
of  whose  surviving  Poem  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  well 
observes :  '  The  Alexandria  of  Lycophron  is  one  of  the  most 
obscure  Works  which  antiquity  has  handed  down  to  us ;  and 
it  appears  that  the  Author  has  exerted  all  his  ingenuity  to 
render  it  so.     He  has  succeeded  principally  by  the  employ- 
ment of  unusual  modes   of  Syntax,   of  rare    and   obsolete 
words,'  &c. 

Thus  then  is  presented  to  the  Reader  a  concise  view  of  the 
Greek  Vocabulary,  which  from  first  to  last  is  reduced  to  an 
easy  process  of  Memory,  and,  it  is  hoped,  in  a  pleasing  and 
interesting  manner.  The  younger  Student  may  obtain  with 
facility  the  knowledge  of  the  Language,  and  those  who  are 
advanced  in  life  may  recover  at  a  light  and  easy  sacrifice 
of  time  and  labor  what  has  faded  from  their  memory.  If  ten 
pages  are  daily  committed  to  memory,  less  than  one  month 
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will  put  any  one  in  possession  of  what  in  fact  constitutes  the  d 
whole  of  the  Greek  Language.  The  Student  also,  who  is  on 
the  eve  of  an  Examination,  may  rapidly  test  his  knowledge  of 
the  Language,  and  enter  the  arena  with  a  well-founded  con-  '] 
fidence  of  success. 

An  apology  should  perhaps  he  made  for  the  admission 
of  a  few  merely  *  allusive '  associations  in  the  body  of  the 
Work,  and  for  the  whole  of  the  *  Memoria  Technica '  at  its 
end.  But  utihty  will  be,  I  hope,  their  justification,  and  even 
the  fastidious  Reader,  I  trust,  will  receive  this  as  a  satisfactory 
defence  of  them ;  and  more  especially,  since  even  in  IMathe- 
matical  speculations  this  method  has  been  employed.  Bishop 
Colenso,  having  stated  that  ^  expresses  the  approximate 
relative  value  of  the  circumference  and  the  diameter  of  a 
circle,  remarks  that  this  value  '  is  a  very  important  one  to  be 
remembered,  and,  it  may  be  observed,  is  formed  of  the  figures 
11 3355  in  order,  beginning  with  the  denominator.' 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  Reader  will  agree  with  all 
the  conjectures  advanced  in  this  Book.  Etymology  (although 
thus  at  variance  with  its  true  meaning)  is  generally  a  matter 
more  of  opinion  than  of  certainty.  But  it  is  believed  that  suf- 
ficient probability  attaches  to  the  derivations  here  introduced, 
to  justify  their  admission. 

I  have  been  careful  not  to  anticipate  words  subsequent  in 
Alphabetical  order  to  any  word  under  consideration.     By  this 
arrangement  the  whole  Work  may  be  learnt  off  by  the  diligent 
Student.     The  Greek  Article  however  was  necessarily  an  ex 
ception  to  this ;  and  occasionally  subsequent  words  have  beer 
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*  introduced  merely  for  illustration.  In  cases  where  it  was  quite 
necessary  to  anticipate,  explanations  have  been  given,  and 
perhaps  sometimes  at  the  expense  of  a  somewhat  awkward 
appearance,  since  full  explanations  of  the  words  employed 
were  reserved  for  the  proper  places.  In  quotations  also  the 
same  thing  will  be  sometimes  observable. 

In  conclusion  I  must  express  my  many  and  great  obhgations 
to  the  Reverend  Mr.  Liddell   and  Mr.  Scott,  and  to   Dr. 

)  Donnegan,  whose  very  useful  Lexicons  have  supplied  much 
valuable  information  and  assistance.  Indeed  so  greatly  have  I 
availed  myself  of  their  labors,  that,  were  it  possible  for  this 
little  Work  to  be  used  as  a  Lexicon,  I  should  have  committed 
an  act  of  great  injustice  in  transferring  into  its  pages  so  much
